“In these last school days,” the jus- 
tice said in opening his address, “ your 
hearts are full of the perfect joy of 
friendship, and the dominant thought 
is doubtless of the associations which 
have been more potent in their influ- 
ence than either the study or precept.

HOLLWEG WARNS 


BERLIN, June 5, via Amsterdam to 
London, June 6.—Bethmann-Hollweg, the 
imperiai chancellor, has again discuased 
peace in the reichstag.

WHAT THE PARADE PROVED. 
The Chicago parade of Juge 8 united nearly all 


the various peoples of the city in a demonstration 


of Americanism. Slay and Semite, Magyar and 


- Czech, Germans, Italians, Scandinavians, Poles, etc., 
marched together for one purpose. A good deal that 


tas been violent in the efhibition of various na- 
tionalisms other than American has resulted from 
the fact that the United States did not seem to 
need the unqualified support of people who have 


‘patural affection for other lands. 


We believe the parade proved that as the need 
is revealed the qualities demanded will not be lack- 
ing. It is true that some of the people of German 
descent indicated a considerable indifference or even 
hostility to the demonstration. That is not true 
of all of them, by eny means, but there was the 
feeling and it is explicable. 

The Germans here have been made to feel that 
they were aliens in their own new country. Where 
pro-ally sentiment has been vigorous it has been 
vigorously condemnatory of the whole German race. 
The German suddenly found himself attacked by 
people with whom he thonght he was living in a 
new nationalism. Under attack German sentiment 
stiffened, German-elements drew together in sym- 
pethy, and German defense bristled. A few Ger- 
naps also became suspicious, viewing genuine pro- 
American propaganda as some insidious form of 
pro-British propaganda. : 

These suspicions were irrational and destructive, 
but they had an origin which is easily discovered. 
Pro-ally Americans are entitled to their sentiments 
ard emotions but they must remember that they 


end their children are not going to live in France 


aud Great Britain with the French and the Eng- 
hsh but in the United States with the people of 
German blood. ed, us 

Germans must remember that they and their chil- 
dren are not going to live in Germany but in the 
United States with the people who now execrate 
the methods of the German nation at war. 

What happens to Germany, France, and Great 
Pritain will have an important result upon peoples 
everywhere, but it is not going to have as important 
a result upon the people of the United- States as 
what happens to the United States itself. That is 
an apparent fact which will get clearly out of the 
mists of emotionalism in time, and we believe that 
the Saturday parade showed that it is pretty well’ 
out already. 

Sentimentally the parade was encouraging to any 
American, It indicated a genuine soundness in 
rational fiber, and it discouraged the thought that 
we were increasing in population but not in na- 


It was encouraging also as discovering a real 
ebility in organization. It was a large task to bring 
together go many thousands of unorganized people 
and send them in the mechanism of a parade with- 
out a hitch. To keép the streets of Chicago full 
of marchers all day requires a genius for organizing 
under difficulties;’and the leaders responsible for tite 
scheming of the parade are entitled to every bit 
of self-satisfaction which they may feel. 

The parade’ was encoumaging also as indicating a 
g°nuine sense of order, based upon good humor and 
respect for others’ rights. The police behaved with 
¢dmirable sense and courtesy, and the people proved 
fhat their instincts are wholly orderly and consid- 
erate. There was, moreover, a considerable break- 


' ing down of the social timidity which frequently 


makes an American event a sad thing of forced and 
mechanical joviality or a dead thing without a 
flicker of free emotion. 

The people were stimulated by emotion and were 
free to show that they were. To demonstrate 
putriotic emotion, ability for organization, and in- 
gtinctive love of order is to demonstrate democracy 
encouragingly. ! 

‘The observer also remains impressed by the recol- 
Iection of the tremendous energy, collective energy, 
displayed, and it is the natural wish that this, hav- 
ing been displayed, should not be wasted. As we 
have said, the parade would have been fortunate 
if. it could have curled around the capitol building. 
Possibly many of the men and women who marched 
will want to carry their efforts further. If so they 
ean write what they think to their congressmen. 
That is a way to register on the body whieh needs 
influencing. |

‘g™— OOD milk is the best of all foods. 
To be good, milk must be clean, 
fresh, and cold. It must be free 
from all forma of contagion. 
The Chicago health department 


{hag a monthly bulletin for the people en- 


titled “‘ Clean Living.’ In the May num- 
ber Dr. A. J. Stokes of the food bureau, 
Chicago health department, writing on 
milk, told of the rapid rate at which bac- 
teria multiplied when milk was warm. 
Specimens of milk containing 15,000 bac- 
terla were kept at 50 to 56 degrees for 
five hours. At the end of that time the 
count was 50,000. At this rate of increase 
milk kept at this temperature and start- 


‘| ing with 15,000 bacteria to the c c., or 15 


drops, would have 2,000,000 to the c. «¢., 
or 15 drops, in twenty-five hours. Most 
of the city milk is twenty-five hours old 
when it is consumed. 

Milk kept at 60 to 61 degrees, starting 
with 15,000 bacteria to the 15 drops, at 
the end of five hours contains 100,000. 
Milk kept at 72 degrees, starting with 


115,000 to the 15 drops, at the end of five 


hours contains 400,000. Were the same 
rate of multiplication to continue at the 
end of twenty-five hours this milk would 
contain billions of bacteria to each 15 
drops. The bacterial content of milk kept 
at 98 degrees increased from 15,000 to 
8,000,000 in five hours. Were the multi- 
plication to continue for twenty-five 
hours at the same rate the resulting num- 
ber would be unthinkable. There is no 
probability that milk will be kept at 98 
degrees. Perhaps some misguided women 
try to keep. baby’s milk for a few hours 
at this temperature in a thermos bottle 
or some similar device. 

But much of the milk gets to T2 degrees 
at some time or other—on the country 
wagon, the railroad platform, on the 
train, in the dairy, or in the kitchen. Even 
milk good at the beginning of its jour- 
ney to the consumer will be bad if held 
for long at a temperature above 55. 

The summer time is right at hand. For 
the next four months the most important 
disease will be summer complaint in 
babies. Thousands of babies will die and 
many thousands will be ill. Bad milk 
will be the most important single cause 
for these conditions. A mother may not 
be able to control what happens to the 
milk on the farm or on the railroad, but 
she can at least control its temperature 
while it is in her possession. She must 
not let it go over 65. Fifty is better still, 
and under 50 Is even better.

from Ernald de Mosley, who flourished in 
Staffordshire as a local magnate in the 
reign of King John. Sir Nicholas Mosley 
was lord mayor of Lendon in 1599, and 
his son played an important réle on the 
royalist side under CharlesI. They are 
a family who have always had a tendency 
to run wild, and some of them have had 
the most extraordinary ups and downs. 
Indeed, the marvelous adventures and 
romances of the Mosleys would fill a 
volume, and could have furnished themes 
for many a novelist, notably to Charles 
Dickens. 

' Thus, there was one of them, the Rev. 
Sir John Mosley, who ag the result of 
being crossed in love, developed into an 
incurable crank, and, like Dickens’ “ Mr. 
Mopes”’ lived entirely in one room of his 
big house and refused entrance to any 
other person. The ashes he threw out 
himself, and his food was passed to him 
through a grating, so that he should not 
look upon a woman's face. He hated 
women with a whole hearted hatred, and 
in his grounds he had a covered walk 
built of bricks so that he might take 
exercise without being seen, He planted 
a field of pepper and sugar, to typify leve, 
which shows that there was some method 
in the old baronet’s madness.

Sir Robert Bredon, now in bis seven- 
tieth year, is due within the next fort- 
night at San Francisco from Peking, and 
Proposes to spend several months in the 
United States, which ig ¢he native land 
of his wife; for Lady Bredon is an Ameri- 
can, being the youngest daughter of 
Thomas Crane Banks of Gan Francisco. 

It is understood that Sir Robert, who 
succeeded his brother-in law, the late Sir 
Robert Hart, as inspector general of cus- 
toms in China, and who created the pres- 
ent postal system in that country, of 
which he was the first postmaster gen- 
eral, will not return to the orient, where 
has has spent no less than forty-three 
years of his life, and that he has been 
accorded a handsome pension by the 
Peking government. 

His mother was a Canadian woman and 
he himself, after graduating at Trinity 
college, Dublin, started out in life as a 
military doctor, serving as a surgeon in 
the Ninety-seventh regiment of infantry 
of the British army, until he entered the 
Chinese imperial! customs service in 1878, 
under the orders of his sister's husband, 
Sir Robert Hart, of whom he quickly 
became the principal Neutenant. 
Bredon possesses much of the easen- 
tially Irish tact, diplomacy, and courtesy 
of Hart in dealing with the Chinese and 
has enjoyed their respect and their con- 
fidence to an altogether remarkable de- 
gree. It was largely owing to this, and to 
hig powers of organization that he was 
intrusted by the Peking government with 
the creation of the postal service of the 
empire, and foot and horse carriers now 
penetrate into the extreme western 
China, a distance of more than 2,000 miles 
from Peking, while postoffices and postal 
lines extend even to the most remote cor- 
ners of Tibet. The service comprises ao 
money order system which is in force al! 
over the land, a postal package express 
service in every big city. and even aC.

So efficient, indeed, is the postal service 
brought into existence by Sir Robert 
Bredon that most of the impertant for-

FLOOD CONTROL AND “PORK.’ 

Chicago, June 6.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.J—Permit me to congratulate you 
on the stand which you are taking in 
reference to the bill for flood control 
All patriotic citizens will uphold you in 
your attitude. The present is the great- 
est opportunity in the history of the 
Linited States for the definite settlement 
of this vexatious subject. 

The people are in favor of the federal 
government taking charge of this matter 
end settling it satisfactorily for all time. 
The politicians most interested fail to 
grasp this great opportunity, but in- 
stead introduce a bill known as the 
Humphreye-Ransdell bill, which will 
not only not control floods but serve as 
an entering wedge for further assaults 
on the federal treasury. 

Ever since before the civil war the peo- 
ple of the south have been trying to pre- 
vent damaging floods in the Mississippi 
by the construction of levees, with the 
result that these dikes have had to be 
built higher and wider every year, and 
yet every flood year sees a break some- 
where along the line. 

The height of flood water has risen 
from thirty-five feet in 1882 to forty-five 
fect in 1916 at Memphis, Tenn., and as 
more swamp land is reclaimed in the 
north from year to year the height of 
flood water will continue to increase. An 
eminent engineer has said that for every 
acre of reclaimed land in the north an 
acre of land is flooded in the south. No 
levee can ever be built that will not give 
way somewhere along the line, with the 
enormous pressure of water pushing 
againet it during flood periods. Conse- 
quently there is no merit in the Humph- 
reys-Ranedell bill, which is for ‘* levees 
only.” 

It is with admiration, therefore, that 
we witness Representative Madden in his 
speech in congress rising to heights of 
stateemanship in opposing the Humph- 
reys-Ransdell bill and advocating the 
comprehensive control measure, 
which will control and not aggravate the 
fiood question. 

On the other hand, it is with shame and 
humiliation that we see the minority 
leader of the house, Congressman Mann, 
not only voting in favor of this vicious 
measure but also introducing an amend- 
mént increasing the pay of the civilian 
members of the Mississippi river com- 
an from $3,000 to $5,000 per year 
I trust you will keep up your good work 
in opposition to the Humphreys-Ransdell 
bit! and force the introduction of a com- 
prehensive measure which will prevent 
floods in the Missiseippi for all time by 
controlling the flood waters at their 
source, as well aa lessening the height of 
water by greater outlets and by the con- 
struction of spillways and cutoffs, which 
plan has been pronounced feasible by 
some of our most eminent engineers. |

PARIS, June 5.—The German armies 
battling for Verdun continued violent as- 
rauits in the region of Dead Man’s hill, 
Hill 304, Fort Douaumont, and Fort Vaux 
all Sunday, and were repulsed, official re- 
ports to the French war office say. Bad 
weather today put a stop to the opera" 
tions.

sround Verdun, the French officers in 
command remain confident the city will 


not be taken. 


In their repeated atiaeks on Fort Vaux 
the Germans are hurling forward their 
infantry in masses 80 compact that the 
first ranks are obliged to advance to cer- 
tain death. In several cases the front 
ranks, pushed on by those behind, fell 
as fast as they reached the dead line, 
swept by the French quick firers. As 
they toppled over others came on to take 
their places, and fall in “turn, until the 
bodies lay in piles on the blood soaked 
ground. 

French Official 

The text of the afternoon essen by 
the ministry of war foliows: 

On the left bank of the river Meuse 
there has been an intermittent bom- 
barding. East of the river the artillery 
fighting has continued with extreme 
violence in the region of Thiaumont 
and Douaumont. The Germans con- 
tinued yesterday evening and last 
night their attacks upcn our positions 
at Vaux and Damloup. To the north- 
west of Fort Vaux on the slopes of the 
Fumin wood, repea‘ea German ad- 
vances were checked by our fire. All 
the assaults between the fort and the 
village of Damloup a'so were broken.

“Tt shall select men who are not so 
well known as those seven,” he said, 
“and they will be men that I know per- 
gonally so that I'H have confidence in 
their reports.”’

Up to the Captains. 

‘Does the fact that there will be no 
morals inepectors at work mean that 
the lid will be off during convention 
week?’’

Maj. Futtkhouser refused to discuss the 
subject in any .way.

ing themselves one in a 4efinite world 
purpose.” . 

' Talks cf Industria’ Reform. | 

The one topic on which he would con- 
sent really to talk was the codperative 
plan which he worked out at the time of 
his recent visit to the Rockefeller coal 
mining properties in Colorado. Over 
this he was enthusiastic. 

“It is too early yet to predict positivelr 
how thig idea of labor representation is 
going to succeed,” he said, “ but thus far 
it has been working exactly aa I ex- 
pected. Already it has been copied by 
the iron and steel mines. I see no rea- 
son why others should copy my plan ull- 
less they thought It a good one.

meet would add to the prestige of Chi- 
cago’s attraction as a summer resort. 


Big Business Men Back Sport. 

“ Betiess racing "’ and “‘ representative 
business men” are favorite phrases to 
conjure with whenever a race meeting 
is discussed. From a source which has 
proved unfailing in the past the writer is 
informed these words mean just what 
they say. | 
The business men are not mere dum 
mies, but real, red blooded Chicagoans 
of State street stores, leaders in the ho- 
tel world. and In other branches so con- 
vincing that the publication of their 
names will satisfy even the most skepti- 
cal. Announcement of the names of sub- 
scribers to the racing fund, according to 
the writer’s informant, will be surprising 
because of their prominence. Bugene 
Beifeld_as the new secretary-treasurer 
is thé only accession to the ranks now 
announced. 


A Real Betless Track.
